THE GAME TM^DAY 



Toronto will to-day be the scene of a striïgglc for the football 
•upremacy of the Intercollegiate Union, a struggle between the 
two oldest rivals in Canada's autumn game. The two teams, To- 
lento and McGill, will go into the contest perfectly trained and 
keyed up to a pitch where they will win or be willing to die in the 
attempt, and unless something unforeseen takes place, the winning 
icani will undoubtedly be the superior one. 

The Toronto team will have one advantage over llieir oppon- 
mts, however. They are playing on their own field, before thous- 
ands of enthusiastic supporters who, by encouragement and noise will 
(do everything in their power to help their favorites gain the vic- 
tory. Although there will probably be one or two hundred Mc- 
Gill students and alumni in the stands, they will barely be able to 
nake themselves heard in such a vast crowd as will attend the 
fame, and the Red and White team will consequently have to de- 
pend solely on their playing ability and stamina for success. 

That the advantage is a great one is shown by the Intercolle- 
giate records. In the last decade the Toronto fourteen has only 
^et defeat twice when playing at home. The first of these was 
administered by the McGill tqam in nineteen hundred and six, and 
Ottawa College succeeded in accomplishing the same feat one year 
latier. In both cases the successful teams won the championship as 
a result of their victory. Tliey were recognized as being far supe- 
rior to the other teams which were entered in the series in the re- 
spective years that they Avere returned champions. 

The magnitude of the task before McGill's football squad 
to-day, therefore, becomes apparent. To defeat a team which has 
always been considered all but invincible when playing on their 
0mi grounds and before a noisily partizan multitude of football 
enthusiasts, is the proposition which the team \vill face this after- 
■oon. . Can they do it? is the question which every undergraduate 
tt asking himself to-day. If football brains, speed, stamina and ef- 
ficient coaching are all that is necessary they surely can and will. 
Every man bearing the McGill colors on the Toronto field this af- 
fenoon will play the game for all there is in him and with the con- 
fidence inspired by that peerless coach and leader — Frank 
Shaughnessy. Undergraduates who \verc unable to make the trip 
to Toronto may say with assurance "Let the game go on and may 
dte better team tV'in."

LAST OF THE VICTORIANS 



With the death of Alfred RusscI Wallace there disappears 
tKe last of that great breed of men with whose names the glory of 
the Victorian era is inseparably bound up. The reign of Queen 
Victoria extended from 1637 to 1901 ; but it is with a group of 
men all of whom were in the full vigor of their powers during the 
Iwo decades from 1850 to 1870 that we associate the idea of the 
Victorian age as a distinctive epoch. If, in the mind's eye, we could 
marshal the long procession of their departing figures, it would be 
indeed an impressive array. The line — unless wc were to go back 
to Macauiay, who died in 1859 — stretches back just half a cen- 
tury from the present date, for il begins with Thackeray, whose 
Jeath. at the age of fifty-two, look place in 1863; and then came 
in succession — to name only the most shining figures — Dickens 
and Mill and George Eliot and Carlyle and Darwin and Brown- 
ing and Tennyson and Gladstone and Spencer. Wallace, survi- 
vmg in the full enjoyment of his intellctual and spiritual energy to 
the age of nearly ninety-one, is now no more, and he was the last of 
the line. 

. It cannot be said that Wallace loomed as large in the story of 
his time, that he was as potent an influence in its life or in the 
moulding of its thought, as any of the illustrious ten the roll of 
whose names we have just called. This is true in spile of his undis- 
puted claim to independent and simultaneous promulgation, with 
Darwin, of a discovery which forms one of the great landmarks in 
the history of human thought. The doctrine of natural selection 
was conceived and expressed as clearly by Wallace as by Darwin; 
and, had there been no Darwin, it is quite possible that the name of 
Wallace would be attached to it as âiat of his great contemporary 
has actually been.
